Mistake 
Takes Lives

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. heli- 


copter gunships fired into a 
South Vietnamese column with 
rockets and machine guns by 
mistake, killing eight 
South 


Vietnamese and wounding 21, 
the U.S. Command reported to- 
day. 


A U.S. communique blamed 


the South Vietnamese, saying 
the gunships were supporting 
Vietnamese troops in contact 
with the enemy and "placed 
ordinance on targets as di- 
rected" by the ground force. 
The incident occurred on thee 
central coast Thursday about 
280 miles northeast of Saigon. 
The Command said it was 
being investigated. 


Field reports said the gun- 


ships made four or five firing 
passes before they were warn- 
ed off by ground troops in radio 
contact with them. The U.S. 
Command said there were no 
American advisers 
with the 


South Vietnamese battalion. 


Initial reports said five of the 


enemy troops were killed in the 
ground fighting, while the South 
Vietnames suffered no casu- 
alties from enemy fire. 


It was the fourth firing acci- 


dent reported in six weeks.

about 100 miles south of the fir- 
ing accident, Communist forces 
ambushed a 
five-truck 
U.S. 


convoy, killed one American 
and wounded two.

Command said one truck was 
badly damaged, but it had no 
report of enemy losses in the 
30-minute engagement.

Mariner 9 
Pictures 
Mars Storm 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Mariner 9 has sent back pic- 
tures of an apparently dying 
dust storm that has been rag- 
ins over Mars as the craft 
streaks toward a Saturday ren- 
dezvous with the planet. 


Scientists are optimistic they 


can take closeup photographs 
of the planet's surface and 
watch the death of the storm 
when the satellite goes into or- 
bit around Mars. 


Photographs displayed Thurs- 


day evening at the Jet Propul- 
sion laboratory, taken during 
the preceding 24 hours as Mari- 
ner 9 hurtled within 355,000 
miles of Mars, showed the plan- 
et obscured by the dust. 


Scientists had expected this. 


But they were able in many of 
the 31 pictures to make out 
Martian features—the south po- 
lar cap, a vast desert region 
named Hellas, a dark region 
called Syrtis Major, a dark 
strip near the south pole called 
Mare Australe and others. 


"These pictures are more en- 


couraging then we had thought 
previously because we're able 
to see through the haze and ob- 
scuration," said Brad Smith of 
New Mexico Stale University, a 
Mariner scientist. 


And Dr. Harold Masursky of 


the U.S. Geological Survey in 
Flagstaff, Ariz., said reports 
from several ground observa- 
tories also indicate the dust is 
beginning to clear. 


Scientists interested in map- 


ping Mars and studying geolog- 
ical features have been con- 
cerned the dust might interfere.

Price Guidelines Fixed 
to Keep All Increases 
at 2.5% Level or Less 


All of Hikes 
Have to Be 
Justified 


Questions, Answers

WASHINGTON (AP) - How 


will the Price Commission's 
rules affect the average work- 
ingman or small businessman? 
Here are some questions and 
answers based on Thursday's 
policy statement: 


Q: How much can prices go 


up after this weekend? 


A: On the average, the gov- 


ernment hopes to keep increas- 
es to no more than 2.5 per cent 
a year. But some may be more, 
some less, and some prices 
may even be rolled back. About 
one-fifth of the things the aver- 
age man buys are not con- 
trolled at all. 


Q: How can I tell if I am 


being overcharged? 


A: Before merchants may 


raise any prices above freeze 
levels they must post, where 
you can see them, the legal 
price ceilings that prevailed 
during the freeze. This applies 
to all food items and to a se- 
lected list of merchandise yet 
to be announced. The govern- 
ment hopes you will watch for 
illegal price increases, because 
there will be no big bureau- 


cracy to enforce the guidelines. 


Q: Fine. But how much of an 


increase is allowed? 


A: 
Manufacturers, whole- 


sales, 
retailers, 
service 
in- 


dustries and professionals may 
increase their prices to match 
any increase 
in costs that 


comes after the freeze period is 
over at 12:01 a.m. Sunday, pro- 
vided legal regulations covering 
them are published by then. If 
their productivity increases, 
say because of some new and 
more efficient machinery, they 
must reduce the amount of the 
price increase, or even roll 
back 
prices. 
Furthermore, 


these price increases may not 
bring about increased 
profit 


rates, that is, increases in the 
portion of each sales dollar that 
goes into the 
businessman's 


pocket. His total profits may go 
up, however, if his total sales 
go up. 


Q: As a small businessman, 


must I show my books to my 
customers to justify price in- 
creases? 


A: No. The rice Commission 


says it encourages you to open 
your books, but won't require 
it.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Dale Bumpers revaled Thurs- 
day that a state-sonsored drug 
treatment center would start 
operations soon at the Benton 
unit of the State Hospital.

Hope Students 
Rate Well at 
Yearbook Meet 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


nation's welfare rolls shrank in 
July for the third* straight 
month as states continued to 
fight skyrocketing costs, the 
government said today. 


The Department of Health, 


Education and Welfare said 
most of the decline came in Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children—AFDC—which repre- 
sents about 70 per cent of the 
annual $16.3-billion welfare bill. 


"Several factors appear to be 


contributing to the apparent 
leveling off of the welfare case- 
loads, the most notable being 
the recent efforts of states to 
cut back on payments and 
recipients because of the ex- 
traordinary cost rise in the past 
year," said John D. Twiname, 
administrator of HEW's Social 
and 
Rehabilitation 
Service. 


Most of the July decrease can 
be explained by the 108,000 
AFDC recipients dropped in 
New Jersey, he said. 


Twenty states and jurisdic- 


tions have cut back on AFDC in 
recent months while 34 others 


have reported increases. 


Another 
11,000 
old-age 


recipients were dropped in 39 
states in July-to reflect higher 
Social Security payments first 
payable in June, Twiname said. 


The July relief rolls totaled 


14.2 million persons, about 84,- 
000 fewer than the previous 
month. 


The 
number 
of 
AFDC 


recipients, which had been ris- 
ing at a rate of about 2 per 
cent a month, went up only six- 
tenths of 1 per cent in April 
and then fell two-tenths of 1 per 
cent in May and June and sev- 
en-tenths of 1 per cent in July. 


The July welfare bill was $1.5 


billion, a $9 million increase 
which Twiname attributed to 
court-ordered payment adjust- 
ments in New York. 


After the May-June drop was 


first reported, Twiname ac- 
knowledged the slower drain on 
state treasuries had reduced 
the momentum, at least tempo- 
rarily, for President 
Nixon's 


welfare-reform 
proposal, 


stalled in the Senate Finance 
Committee.

creases in business costs.

That is the core of a complex 


cluster of price guidelines an- 
nounced Thursday and aimed 
at keeping the average of all 
post-freeze 
price 
increases 


down to 2.5 per cent or less. 


Meanwhile, the Pay Board 


completed work Thursday night 
on regulations to implement 
pay policies after the freeze 
ends at 12:01 a.m. Sunday. The 
regulations, built around a gen- 
eral 5.5-per-cent ceiling on pay 
increases, will be published in 
the Federal Register Saturday. 


The Price Commission also 


announced: 


—Rents will remain frozen 


for the time being on existing 
homes and apartments. 


—Retailers must display con- 


spicuous lists of freeze-level 
prices of food and some other 
items where customers can 
compare them with new prices. 


—Profit margins may not in- 


crease after the freeze. 


—Prices will be discounted 


for any increases in worker 
productivity, 


-^HHiMlNiaraaM*JW utili- 


ty rates may, in-many cases, 
go into effect when the freeze 
ends at 12:01 a.m. Sunday. 


However, earlier scheduled 


increases in steel and auto 
prices probably will have to be 
junked unless they can be justi- 
fied to the commission. Ford 
Motor Co. Chairman 
Henry 


Ford II said Thursday he will 
seek permission for appropriate 
price increases after studying 
the new guides. 


The 
commission's 
policy 


statement does not mean that 
all prices will increase by 2.5 
per cent. "This means that 
some prices will go down. Some y. 
will not increase at all. Some 
will go up more than 2.5 pe. 
cent," said Commission Chair- 
man C. Jackson Grayson. 


The aim is to get the average 


of all price increases to that 
level, he said. If that doesn't 
happen, some changes will be 
made. 


The same basic rule was laid 


down for manufacturers, retai- 
lers, wholesalers, service in- 
dustries and professionals: The 
only price increases to be 
allowed are those that can be 
justified by cost increases or 
decreases in productivity, and 
which do not increase the profit 
portion of the pre-tax sales dol- 
lar.

Monroe Has 
Landed With 
the Knicks

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Earl 


Monroe's magical name was 
barked over the loud speaker 
system, signaling an avalanche 
of ear-splitting cheers at Madi- 
son Square Garden. 


About a half-hour later, the 


flashy guard scored his first 
points in a New York Knicks' 
uniform. 


"It sure was strange playing 


with the Knicks after playing 
againt them all these years," 
said Monroe, who was acquired 
only before Thursday night's 
National Basketball Association 
game with the Golden State 
Warriors. 


Playing in an unaccustomed 


reserve role, the newest of the 
Knicks scored only nine points 
in a 112-103 losing effort to the 
Warriors. 


Monroe didn't think he played 


to 
his 
capacity—more pre- 


cisely, that of a $100,000-a-year 
ballplayer. 


"I'm not very happy with the 


way I played," said Monroe, 
who was acquired Thursday 
morning from the Baltimore 
Bullets for Dave Stallworth, 
Mike Riordan and an undis- 
closed amount of cash. 


Monroe, who had been having 


contract troubles with the Balti- 
more management, last played 
a game Oct. 19 before being 
suspended by the Bullets. The 
inactivity—and a sore 
left 


ankle—clammed the Pearl well 
under his lifetime scoring aver- 
age of 25 points a game. 


But he promises things will 


get better. 


"It's going to be good," he 


said after the game. "Man for 
man, the Knicks have the best 
starting five in the NBA. And 
just being an addition makes 
me feel good." 


Monroe, who confessed that 


he almost signed with Indiana 
of the American Basketball As- 
sociation, appreciated his wel- 
come by 19,588 New York fans, 
most of whom stood and ap- 
plauded for almost three min- 
utes when his name was an- 
nounced. 


"I was elated," said the soft- 


spoken, unemotional Monroe, 
"I never got an ovation like 
that in Baltimore—or anywhere 
else—for that matter." 


Monroe, considered one of the 


NBA's most explosive scorers, 
got into the game with two 
minutes left in the first quar- 
ter. He touched the ball for the 
first time a minute later and it 
took another quarter of play be- 
fore he drilled in a layup for 
his first basket.

In her husband's 
family, there was an idiot.

I have twin brothers, both 
normal. Well, I never heard 
ot such a thing—did you'? 


About 10 or 12 years ago 


I am sure I read where clogs 
or a germ from dogs some- 
how could cause trouble to 
a pregnant woman's baby. 
At the time they bred bull- 
dogs

daughter 


helped 
deliver 
the 
pups. 


Well, they never heard of 
such a thing. Please enlight- 
en us. 


Dear Reader—Mongols are 


so named because the head 
and face resemble the fea- 
tures of a mongol—a rounded 
head, changes in the eyes 
and other typical features. 
Many of them have severe 
mental retardation or re- 
main helpless. 


The defect is caused by 


the 
genes 
(chromosomes) 


and occurs during develop- 
ment very early in fetal life. 
The genes each of us have 
determine the color of our 
hair, eyes, and most of our 
p h y s i c a l 
characteristics. 


These can be affected by 
many factors, some of which 
are hereditary. 


The whole story on the 


causes of mongols is not 
known. Actually, it recurs in 
families in only about three 
per cent of the cases. The 
most striking observation is 
that mongols tend to be born 
to older women, suggesting 
that the older ova from the 
mother or other features in 
the 
woman's 
reproductive 


system must be the import- 
ant factor. The average age 
of the mothers of mongols is 
33 years, 
and 
of normal 


children, 26. You mentioned 
that your daughter was 39 
and this was her fourth child 
—a history quite consistent 
with a mongol birth. 


Male mongols are sterile. 


Some female mongols can re- 
produce and half of their 
children will be mongols, if 


degrees are expected to be 
excellent through the 70s.

One-Room School 
Step Upward 
for Islanders

OCRACOKE, N.C. (AP) - 


Residents of isolated Ocracoke 
Island see their new one-room 
school as a step into modern 
education, not a step back- 
wards in time. 


All of the island's 68 school- 


age youngsters attend grades 
one through 12 in the new $100,- 
000 juniper wood structure. The 
building has a central, com- 
mon-use room and alcoves on 
four sides. 


.-., .The faculty.iofcfive, including 
principal John R. 
Tucker, 


thinks its ungraded concept is 
an indication of progress. 


Visitors, Tucker says, see 


confusion, "but there is a pat- 
tern of formality. It's taken the 
first few weeks to get accus- 
tomed to it." 


Until last spring 
Ocracoke 


youngsters went to a five-room, 
frame school. There was one 
teacher for each three grades. 


Now the 27 pupils in >he first 


seven grades are in one area 
with two teachers, while the 
older youths are taught in two 
groups by three teachers. 


Ocracoke's isolation has al- 


ways limited the education of 
island youngsters. The sandy 
strip of land lies 75 miles off 
the 
North 
Carolina 
coast, 


across Pamlico Sound from the 
Hyde County seat 
of Swan 


Quarter. 


The 540 persons who live on 


the four-mile-long island can 
reach the mainland only by fer- 
ry. 


Scott Coble, Hyde County 


schools superintendent, said 
one parent told him his 9-year- 
old son had to be almost driven 
to school before the new build- 
ing was erected, but this year 
he can't keep him away. 


"In this situation it's the only 


way to £o. Ocracoke is being 
brought up to date, really," 
Coble said. 


"One large room in the cen- 


ter is the library. Around it are 
the classrooms. Students are 
free to move from the general 
room to the others to study, use 
audiovisual aids and the like," 
Tucker said. 


He nave this explanation of 


study for pupils above the ele- 
mentary grades: 


A pupil selects the courses he 


is interested in, then selects 
material to be used from the 
school's collections. 


The pupil and his teacher go 


over the program, make any 
adjustments necessary to com- 
ply with state rules, then list 
objectives to be reached within 
an agreed tune limit.

the work at times to keep it on

near Springdale was expected 
to go to the jury late this morn- 
ing in Circuit Court here. 


Both the prosecution and the 


defense rested Thursday and 
closing arguments were to be- 
gin at 9:30 a.m. today. Graham 
did not take the stand during 
the two days of testimony. 


He is charged with the mur- 


der of Gene A. Francos, 22, who 
was killed after he and two oth- 
er employes of a Safeway store 
at Springdale were abducted the 
night of June 18. Kenneth M. 
Ames, 18, also was killed and a 
third employe, Michael E. Haw- 
kins, 19, survived head wounds. 


The state is seeking the death 


penalty. 


Hawkins testifed 
Thursday 


that Graham was the man who 
robbed the store and forced the 
three to accompany him to a se- 
cluded spot near 
Springdale 


where the shooting allegedly oc- 
curred. 


When asked if he was sure 


Graham was the man, Hawkins 
replied: "Yes sir. I'll never for- 
get him." 


Hawkins said the three had 


closed the store and were leav- 
ing about 10:15 p.m. when a 
man came around the corner of 
the building, pulled a pistol 
from under his shirt and said, 
"Gene, I want to go back in. 
Don't think for one damn min- 
ute that I won't drop one of 
you. Don't give me any trouble. 
I want some money." 


Hawkins said the three were 


forced to go back inside the 
store and he and Ames were 
told to lie on the floor while 
Franco opened two safes and 
put the money into a paper sack 
that the robber had brought 
with him. 


He said after Franco emptied 


both safes, they all left and 
went to the rear of the store 
where the man had parked his 
car. He said the three were 
forced to accompany the man 
to a rural road about nine miles 
east of Springdale. 


"The man stopped the car," 


Hawkins said, "and made us all 
get out and lie face down in 
some tall grass. We laid there 
for a second and I looked up 
and saw him pointing a gun at 
us. I turned my head real fast 
and then heard a shot. Then I 
felt it. Then I heard another 
and another." 


Hawkins said he remained 


face down until he heard the 
man leave and then he walked 
to a nearby house and awak- 
ened a man who called police.
